News Review Staff Take Stock 
As They Hold 69th Anniversary 


No one knows whether early 
staff members of the Greenbelt 
News Review — then known as 
the Greenbelt Cooperator — held 
annual meetings, though residents 
at that time were so consistently 
engaged in going to meetings that 
an early city council established a 
one-time moratorium on the prac- 
tice. If the paper’s staff did hold 
annual meetings, the one attended 
here on October 29 would have 
been the 69th. In one more year 
the News Review will celebrate 
the beginning of its 7th decade of 
weekly publication. 

Over time, of course, things 
have changed. In the early years 
publication was by means of a 
mimeograph machine. How many 
of our current readers could even 
describe that kind of office equip- 
ment? Later, when we moved to 
a linotype machine — a printing 
process now obsolete — it was an 
advancement. Now, of course, we 
use photo offset. 


But back to this year’s annual 
meeting. 

This is when most members of 
the paper’s sizable staff get togeth- 
er to share a meal; hear reports on 
the last year’s achievements and 
problems; decide on changes in 
procedures, equipment and work 
assignments; and, finally, elect 
a group of fellow members to 
serve during the new year as the 
cooperative association’s board of 
directors. 

News Editor 

One of the major topics under 
discussion at this year’s meeting 
is how to accommodate Elaine 
Skolnik’s desire to step down 
as news editor. For longer than 
most staff members can remem- 
ber, she has functioned in that 
position. (She has been a staff 


member since 1955.) Following 
a serious illness last year and with 
diminishing energy, she would 
understandably like relief from 
her duties in assigning articles to 
other staff members and filling 





them in on the particular issues of 
a given story. She would like to 
spend her time instead at what she 
loves best — doing investigative 
reporting. 

Members at the meeting agreed 
this is a reasonable request. A 
committee will be formed to 
break up assignments into specific 
beats with responsibilities divided 
among separate individuals. 

Despite the many challenges 
she enumerated, Editor Mary Lou 
Williamson complimented the staff 
of volunteers for successfully pro- 
ducing, for another year, a quality 
weekly newspaper that has become 
the primary source of community 
information in Greenbelt. Busi- 
ness Manager Ron Wells reported 
that the paper was not only finan- 
cially solvent but had been able to 
add a little to its reserves to cover 
future losses. 

On the negative side, however, 
was the report of continuing late 
delivery of the paper from the 
current printer and having to deal 
with customers who promise pay- 
ment for scheduled ads but fail to 
keep their promise. 

As the last item of business, 
the staff holds an election of board 
members for the future year. At 
this year’s meeting, all members 
of the previous board were re- 
elected by acclamation. Later, 
when the board met briefly, the 
same officers were reelected to 
their previous positions. 

They are Eileen Farnham, pres- 
ident; Jim Giese, vice-president; 
Diane Oberg, treasurer and Tom 
White, secretary. Other members 
of the board are Virginia Beau- 
champ, Judy Bell and Pat Davis. 

The board appoints the editor 
(Mary Lou Williamson), assistant 
editor (Barbara Likowsk1), news 
editor (Elaine Skolnik) and busi- 
ness manager (Ron Wells). Since 
board members have considered 
themselves fortunate that these 
staff members have performed 
so ably and for such long hours 
for the paper, they have been en- 


couraged to keep their respective 
positions for as long as they are 
willing and able to do so. 

Following a shared supper 
and an informative meeting, staff 
members enjoyed a pleasant eve- 
ning of fellowship. As different 
staff members work at different 
jobs and on different days of the 
week, the annual meeting becomes 
the one time when all the paper’s 
volunteers can freely interact. 

A Challenging History 

Since its inception in Novem- 
ber 1937, the Greenbelt Coop- 
erator/Greenbelt News Review 
has relied upon local citizens as 
volunteers to produce the paper. 
Depending on a small but reli- 
able and supportive group of ad- 
vertisers to pay production costs 
and the paper’s free distribution 
throughout the city, the News 
Review has lived a pretty much 
hand-to-mouth existence. This 
has continued week in and week 
out for 69 years without our ever 
missing an issue. 

Occasional crises have oc- 
curred, however. Many decades 
ago the boards of directors of both 
the Co-op grocery and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., the cooperative that 
for many years provided free 
work space to this independent 
paper, became dissatisfied enough 
with what the paper reported that 
they made efforts to remove ad- 
vertising. 

At other times the lack of ade- 
quate funds stimulated fund drives 
which were successful. Some- 
times other area weekly newspa- 
pers, better financed with adver- 
tising and with paid professional 
staffs, have offered competition. 
However, some of those papers 
are no longer around, while the 
News Review survives. 

In the early 1950s, when five 
Greenbelters were suspended 
from the Navy Department as 
security risks, our paper was 
branded as “communist-like.”

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Greenbelt City Council 
Identifies Legislative Issues

At its regular meeting on No- 
vember 13, the Greenbelt City 
Council reviewed staff recom- 
mendations for priority legisla- 
tive issues and advocacy during 
the 2007 legislative sessions of 
the Maryland General Assembly 
and the Prince George’s County 
Council. 

As is customary, Assistant City 
Manager David Moran presented 
the proposed legislative program 
in time to have the final program 
available for the legislative dinner 
meeting with Greenbelt’s legisla- 
tors on December 18. 

The summary of legislative 
priorities provides a road map for 
city council and staff interactions 
with legislative representatives 
and other key elected officials. 
It also provides Greenbelt resi- 
dents a useful guide to the items 
of special interest likely to come 
before the legislature in 2007. 

State legislators for District 
22, who were all recently reelect- 
ed for new four year terms, are 
Senator Paul Pinsky of University 
Park, Delegate Anne Healey of 
Hyattsville, Delegate Tawanna 
Gaines of Berwyn Heights and 


Delegate Justin Ross of Green- 
belt. Ingrid Turner of Bowie will 
represent Greenbelt on the Prince 
George’s County Council. 

Tom Dernoga was reelected 
to the county council for District 
1 and, since his council dis- 
trict includes a small portion of 
Greenbelt West just east of the 
railroad tracks, Dernoga will also 
be invited to the city’s legislative 
dinner. 

State Issues 

Greenbelt city staff recom- 
mended that council support three 
state legislative issues in 2007. 
First is to seek $500,000 in state 
bond funding to help with the 
city’s efforts in renovating the 
Old Greenbelt Theatre. 

Issue number two relates to 
funding for public safety. It 
seeks an increase for Greenbelt 
in the percentage of the police 
surcharge for municipalities with 
police departments. The request 
is for an increase to 50 percent, 
the same percentage that the City 
of Laurel now receives. 

Also for public safety, the city

Morales and Crowley Feted 
As Appointed Board Exits

It was a packed house in the 
grand ballroom at Martin’s Cross- 
winds in Greenbelt on November 
15. County officials, educators, 
students, friends and family gath- 
ered to honor and bid farewell 
to the appointed Prince George’s 
County Board of Education. The 
Evening of Celebration highlight- 
ed their accomplishments. 

The retiring members were 
honored with spoken addresses 
from Prince George’s County of- 
ficials, video documentaries from 
student journalists and televi- 
sion personalities and a musical 
performance from students and 
educators. 

“Prince George’s County 
Schools made great progress over 
the last four years,” said John 
Deasy, CEO of Prince George’s 
County Public Schools. “It is 


because of your leadership.” 

Part of that leadership came 
from two representatives from 
Greenbelt: José Morales and 
Abby Crowley. Morales and 
Crowley entered service on the 
school board knowing the chal- 
lenge ahead. When they were 
appointed, the school system had 
a serious budget deficit, under- 
qualified and underpaid teachers, 
low student achievement rates 
and no superintendent. 

The previous school board had 
a poor public reputation and the 
system was in desperate need of 
change. “We were all brand new 
and we all had our own areas of 
expertise,” said Crowley. “Any- 
time you bring nine people to- 
gether with different backgrounds

is encouraged to support new 
funding for a joint municipal 
communications center to provide 
centralized radio communications 
and records management for the 
cities of Greenbelt, Hyattsville, 
Bladensburg, Riverdale Park and 
Mount Rainier. 

The third recommended prior- 
ity seeks legislation to prohibit 
gas stations which currently own 
a liquor license from transferring 
the license to another gas station 
or owner. 

County Issues 

Four county legislative issues 
are recommended for 2007. The 
first seeks annual county fund- 
ing to reimburse Greenbelt 
for its school resource officer 
(SRO) costs. Through the ef- 
forts of Councilmember Doug- 
las J.J. Peters, the city received 
SRO funds from the county for 
2006, but was not assured that 
the funding would be renewed 
annually. Most other county 
schools enjoying the benefit of 
SRO programs do receive an- 
nual funding from the county. 

County issue number 2 is 
perennial for Greenbelt. The 
city continues to seek an in- 
creased share of funding from 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(M-NCPPC) in the form of 
direct grants and program sup- 
port. The city has long sought a 
more equitable allocation of M- 
NCPPC funding for its recreation 
programs. 

The third county priority 1s 
continuing to seek funding for 
land acquisition and construction 
of a new Greenbelt fire station. 

Another perennial issue is the 


fourth county priority, a hot topic 
during the recent primary and gen- 
eral elections. It seeks legislation 
to enable provisions enacted last 
year in the Maryland General As- 
sembly (HB 654) allowing county 
councils to delegate to munici- 
palities certain responsibilities for 
detailed site plan approval; certi- 
fication, revocation and revision 
of nonconforming uses; minor 
changes to approved special ex- 
ceptions and vacation of municipal 
right-of-way.

Other issues are creation of a MD 
container deposit program (Green- 
belt REAC proposal), issues with 
the county’s TheBus service and 
increased penalties for red light 
and speed camera violations. 

Finally, the 2007 legislative 
priorities summary lists the four 
MML priority 1ttems for state leg- 


islation: increased aid for po- 
lice protection, local government 
authorization to purchase street 
lights, building bridges with mem- 
bers of the Maryland General As- 
sembly and municipal electricity 
opt-out aggregation.

and expertise to tackle a problem 
like that, you know you'll face 
some challenges.” 

However, one of the points the 
outgoing board members were 
congratulated on was their ability 
to put their own differences aside 
to improve the schools. The 
exiting school board can boast a 
complete turnaround of the condi- 
tions of four years ago. During 
their tenure 13 new schools were 
opened, student achievement and 
test scores rose, staff salaries 
were increased and the large bud- 
get deficit became a surplus. 

“They are wise people,” said 
Wayne Curry, former county ex- 
ecutive. “They understood the 
challenge before them and the 
importance of working together.” 

“T don’t think any person 
knows how tough serving on the 
school board is,” said William 
Phalen, president of the Maryland 
Association of Boards of Educa- 
tion. 

Morales 

Phalen particularly honored 
Morales, noting his enduring 
focus on the children. “I can’t 
recall talking with him when 
not more than 10 minutes into 
any conversation he didn’t say, 
‘It’s not about me, it’s not about 
us, it’s about the kids,’” Phalen 
reported. 

Morales applied to the school 
board out of concern for the 
direction of the school system. 
Having sent two children of his 
own through the Prince George’s 
County school system, he wanted 
to be part of the solution. 

Working full time for Thyssen- 
krup Elevator Corp. and coach- 
ing a Greenbelt Little League 
baseball team in his spare time, 
Morales decided to dedicate his

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The efforts of these men to clear 
their names became to some ex- 
tent also the paper’s effort. One 
of these men, Izzy Parker, had 
served as editor, reporter, critic 
and editorial cartoonist for the 
paper. Eventually he was cleared, 
as was Abe Chasanow. 

The greatest challenge to the 
News Review occurred in the 
late 1960s when a developer 
sued the paper and its president, 
Al Skolnik, for libel and won in 
the courts of Maryland. Not only 
did the community come to the 
paper’s defense, raising funds suf- 
ficient to pay the libel judgment, 
if it became necessary; but the 
Washington Post also provided 
assistance in helping us to secure 
legal counsel. The paper was at 
last vindicated by a unanimous 
judgment of the Supreme Court 
of the United States overturn- 
ing the earlier Maryland court 
decisions and the News Review 
won its battle for freedom of the 
press. 

Today’s Challenges 

While past challenges facing 
the paper were significant, today’s 
seem perhaps even greater. These 
result from the rapidly chang- 
ing technologies that affect how 
newspapers are produced and the 
changing nature of the paper’s 
competition. 

Consolidation of newspapers 
has reduced the availability of 
printing plants to print the pa- 
per and created limitations on 
formats available. Television 
news channels and internet news 
sources and blogs are harming 
newspapers throughout the coun- 
try by taking away readership 
and advertising dollars. This is 
a potentially serious problem for 
a small independent paper such 
as ours. 

In the past the printer set the 
final type, formatted the paper, 
printed it and assembled it. 
Now the printer expects every- 
thing to be electronic. Not be- 
ing able to carry out these tasks 
ourselves, we contract out this 
work, tasks only a few individu- 
als have been willing to take 
on. These are especially chal- 
lenging since they must be done 
quickly, accurately and within a 
very limited time. 

Volunteers 

Volunteers come and volun- 
teers go. When we begin to 
think everything is humming right 
along, someone moves away from 
Greenbelt or someone gets sick 
or other responsibilities intervene. 
In the early 1960s the News 
Review was fortunate in getting 
as volunteers some stay-at-home 
moms seeking an outlet for their 
writing and creative talents. They 
made the News Review their ca- 
reers, becoming indispensable to 
the paper. 

Several of these volunteers— 
Editor Mary Lou Williamson, 
News Editor Elaine Skolnik, As- 
sistant Editor Barbara Likowsk1 
and Reporter/Senior Copy Editor 
Virginia Beauchamp have served 
well and faithfully for more than 
40 years. They continue still to 
carry out their tasks. 

But this community cannot 
rely upon their services forever. 
All four are doing more than they 
want to. 

Newer volunteers have also 
come to hold key positions criti- 
cal to the weekly publication 
of the paper. Their absence for 
whatever reason endangers our 
ability to publish. 

Finding and training new vol- 
unteers to back up or replace 
these critical members of the 


staff is the greatest challenge this 
newspaper now faces. 

In recent months the board 
of directors has been trying to 
provide backups for the respon- 
sibilities of these critical staff 
members. But to be successful 
we need new volunteers willing 
to devote time to the News Re- 
view. So far they have not been 
easy to find. 

In the past 15 years the paper 
has converted from typewriters to 
networked computers with Wi-Fi, 
added a copy machine and a fax, 
learned to communicate over 
the internet and to produce copy 
ready for printing, once format- 
ted. Cell phones and digital 
cameras have been other inno- 
vations. For many of the staff 
this has been a most daunting 
learning experience and we have 
had to rely on the assistance of 
others who know the latest in 
technology. 

Last year we suffered a ma- 
jor loss with the death of Neil 
McLeod, who had helped us 
in many ways with technical 
matters regarding our comput- 
ers. We have been fortunate 
now, however, to have a team 


of whiz techies, who wish to re- 
main anonymous, who recently 
came to our rescue. They are 
bringing us many steps closer to 
being technologically up to date. 
We are grateful for their help. 

The serious problems we 
face are of concern to all those 
involved with the paper who 
believe it to be an important 
part of the life of the commu- 
nity. Unfortunately the paper’s 
staff and board can’t spend a 
lot of time dealing with them. 
Each week we’ve got a paper 
to put out! 

We ask you, our readers, 1s it 
important to you that Greenbelt 
has its own community news- 
paper, prepared and staffed by 
local residents and independent 
of any organization? 

We hope that some folks out 
in the community who wish to 
assure the continuance of this 
vital independent source of local 
information will step forward to 
help in any way they can. We 
need to assure that so long as 
there is a Greenbelt, there will 
always be a News Review to 
report on who and what are im- 
portant in our city.

spare personal time to assist in 
raising school board standards 
and improving schools. 

“It’s about making an environ- 
ment that is conducive to learning 
for the children,” he said. Morales 
listed his proudest moment on the 
school board as reducing class 
sizes in the elementary schools. 

Crowley 

Crowley was also highly in- 
volved in Greenbelt when she 
applied. An active volunteer in 
the community, her church and 
other outreach programs, Crow- 
ley saw the state of the schools 
and wanted to do something. An 
educator for 30 years, she saw 
this as another chance to serve 
the children of her community. 
“T saw this as a great opportunity 
to use my skills to help out,” she 
said. 

Crowley is proud of the school 
board’s honesty and professional- 
ism during their tenure. There 
were no large fallouts, scandals or 
backdoor deals while they were 
there. This made it easy to stay 
focused on the goal at hand. “In 
every decision I made, I put the 
children first,” she said. “That is 
what I’m proudest of.”

While both Crowley and 
Morales enjoyed service on the 
school board, both have opted to 
move on. Neither ran for elec- 
tion on the new school board. 
“I’ve never had political aspira- 
tions,” said Crowley. “It was a 
pleasure to serve but I have no 
desire to engage in the political 
process.” 

Morales felt that he made suf- 
ficient enough progress on the 
school board to be able to pass 
on the torch. “I just thought I 
accomplished what I wanted dur- 
ing my tenure,” he said. 

Morales says now that his ser- 
vice is done, he plans to just re- 
lax and stay home spending qual- 
ity time with his family. Crow- 
ley plans to tend to her family as 
well, caring for her two teenage 
daughters and elderly mother who 
recently moved to the area. She 
said she would also like to re- 
sume some of the volunteer work 
she had to put on hiatus while 
serving on the board. 

Morales and Crowley will be 
honored once again in a formal 
proclamation on December 5 at the 
Greenbelt Municipal Building.
